PERSHING GETS ORDER 
WITHDRAW FROM MEXICO 


Occupy About a Week. 


‘Announcement Made by War Department in Washing- 
ton that Troops are Coming Out and Men Begin Early 
to Evacuate Colonia Dublan — Movement Expected to 


ASHINGTON, Jan. 28.-—Or- 
W ders for the withdrawal of 

American troops from Mex- 
ico were officially announced today 
by the War Department, with the 
statement that the northward mové- 
ment of Gen. Pershing’s men began 
early this morning with the evacua- 
tion of Colonia Dublan. 

The American expedition went 
into Mexico in pursuit of Villa fol- 
lowing the massacre of seventeen 
Americans by Villa adherents at Co- 
lumbus, N. M., in March, 1916. Sec- 
retary Baker issued the following 
announcement: 

“Gen. Pershing has been ordered 
to bring his troops out of Mexico. 


The movement is to be an immediate 
one, and is probably already unde? 
way.” 


TO END IN A WEEK. 

Later advices to the department 
said that the troops already had be- 
gun to evacuate Colonia Dublan, 110 
miles from the border, where they 
have been concentrating during the 
past few weeks. The last American 
soldier is expected to recross the 
border in about a week. 

No official information is at hand 
as to whether Villa or Carrafiza 
troops will occupy the territory left 
vacant by the Americans, but the 
belief is strong here that Villa, who 
is credited with at least 8000 well 
armed men and who is now said 
to be at least four times as strong 
as when the American troops went 
across the border, will make a des- 
perate effort to take the territory. 
Two other phases of the Mexican 
problem on which interest centers 
now are the disposition of more 
than 60,000 militia still on the bor- 
der, and the sending of Ambassador 
Fletcher to his post at Mexico City.

LAVS SMASH FORWARD 


IN BUKOWINA 


Three Violent German Attacks on the 


sians smashed forward on a 
front of nearly two miles on 
both sides of the Kimpolung-Jaco- 
beni road, in Bukowina, yesterday. 
Along the whole line of attack, ac- 
‘cording to Petrograd, the German 
and Austrian fortified positions were 
broken through, and many prison- 
ers and quantities of booty were cap- 
tured. 

South of this region, in the Meste 
Canesti sector of the Golden By- 
stritza River, the Czar's troops were 
also successful, driving the enemy 
back to the east bank of the stream, 
Berlin admits. 

On the Riga front, three violent 
German assaults along the Kalnzem- 
Chiok road were beaten back, Pet- 
rograd sates that the enemy “fled 
in disorder” after being repulsed. 
Teutonic attacks south of Brody, in 
Galicia, north of Kirlibaba and on 
the River Shara, in Volhynia, were 
also repulsed by the Russians. 

In a battle in the air between a 
Russian Farman, plane and a Ger- 
man battle plane, the former was 
brought down in flames near the 
Shara, and the aviator and 
were killed. 

NORTH OF VERDUN. 

North of Verdun the French ad- 
vanced last night and penetrated 
the enemy's trenches between the 
Calonne trench and Les Eparges, on 
the right bank of the Meuse. Numer- 
ous German dead were found in the 
trenches, Paris states Savage fight- 
ing took place during the day near 
the eastern slope of Hill 304, which 
the French attacked several times, 
but the troops of the Crown Prince 
maintained their positions. 

There was a marked pause in the 
aerial activity, only one German air- 
plane being brought down, near 
Moulainville, by the French anti- 
aircraft guns. Few Allied fliers took 
the air, weather conditions being 
unfavorable. 

British troops took up the at- 
tack on the Somme front yesterday 
and captured a small section of the 
German advanced line southwest of 
Transloy. Admission of this reverse 
is made by Berlin today. Whether 
this move presages the resumption of 
the Anglo-French drive for Bapau- 
me along the highway to that place 
from Peronne is doubtful at the 
present time, but observers agree 
“that “when the offensive does begin 
it will strike first at this point. 
Transloy now bars the way to Ba- 
paume, but the French and British 
lines have closed in on it so that 
a blow of such power as ‘those 
which reduced Combles and other 
Somme strongholds would speedily 
bring about its fall. 

PATROLS ACTIVE. 

British patrols and raiding parties 

were extremely active last night and 
this morning. The German trenches 
were entered northeast of Neuville- 
St. Vaast at daybreak, and many cas- 
ualties were inflicted, dugouts de- 
stroyed and prisoners brought back. 
Northeast of Festubert a similar en- 
terprise was carried out, the Brit- 
ish troops returning without loss. 
German attempts to penetrate the 
British lines near Fauqissart broke 
down before the intense fire of the 
defenders’ batteries. 
The loss of trenchworks south- 
west of Transloy, north of the 
Somme, taken by the British last 
night, is admitted today by Berlin. 
Though the aerial forces on both 
sides were less active than usual 
during the day, five German ma- 
chines were brought down, four by 
British fliers. Three of these planes 
fell within the British lines.

RUSSIANS INDORSE 
WILSON’S MESSAGE.

PETROGRAD, Jan. 28 (via Lon- 
don.) — The first official expression 
of Russia's attitude toward the 
address of President Wilson to the 
Senate was made to the Associated 
Press yesterday in the form of the 
following statement from the For- 
eign Office: 

“Russia always has been in full 
sympathy with the broad humani- 
tarian principles expressed by the 
President of the United States and 
his message to the Senate, therefore, 
has made a most favorable impres- 
sion upon the Russian government.

But a canal around the Iron Gate 
is declared to be the only thing to 
make the stream a wholly depend- 
able waterway. The plans for this 
feature call for a canal only four- 
teen miles in length, which would 
cut off the loop now some seventy 
miles in length, containing the dan- 
gerous rapids. The canal would 
have to be carried through a tun- 
nel three or four miles long. It 
would then emerge into the valley 
of a small stream emptying into the 
Danube. This could be dammed at 
several places, so that there would 
be a very little cutting, besides the 
tunnel. Germany is very much in- 
terested in this project, in view of 
the fact that the upper Danube, as 
it seems now, will, within due time, 
be connected by a large canal with 
the Rhine or the Eibe, or probably 
both of these German streams.

RECOMMEND A THIRD 
HAGUE CONFERENCE.

of the institute here. 

Among the principal recommenda- 
tions approved by the institute dur- 
ing its second annual session, are 
the following: 

“That a third tite conference 
be convoked, in which all countries 
forming the society of nations should 
participate; 

“That The Hague peace confer- 
ence should meet at fixed periods so 
as to be converted into a permanent 
body, which, while it could not en- 
force, could recommend: 

“A universal agreement with re- 
spect to the fundamental principles 
of internationai law expressed in the 
declaration of the rights and duties 
of nationals, adopted by the Ameri- 
can Institute of International Law, 
January 6, 1896; 

“The creation of a permanent 
council of conciliation to study, dis- 
cuss and inform regarding those 
questions not susceptible to judicial 
settlement, which shall be submit- 
ted to said council by agreement of 
the powers; 
“The employment of good offices, 
of mediation and friendly agreement 
for the settlement of questions not 
susceptible of judicial settlement.“

BERLIN, Jan. 27 (via London, 
Jan. 28, 6:19 am.) — “Uniform 
bread,” consisting of half rye flour 
and 40 per cent. white flour and 10 
per cent. flour, is to be adopt- 
ed exclusively in Berlin, according 
to a ruling today by the mas- 
istrates. The ruling conforms with 
a recommendation of the bread 
commission, which has been tnvesti- 
gating the increasing bread shortage 
that has made itself painfully felt 
during the last few weeks. 

The decision was taken despite 
protests from every quarter and in 
face of arguments that “uniform 
bread” would not appreciably better 
the situation. The bread 
has been confmed largely to white 
loaves and is due to transportation 
difficulties and the over-generous 
production of cakes by bakers. Cake, 
making, therefore, has been

“The conditions I found there 
caused me to immediately start work 
to equip my relief expedition,” he 
said. There is a real lack of the 
necesearies of life. Food is scarte 
and living conditions almost in- 
tolerable. Why, even the mess of 
the eleven sailing masters is smaller 
than one could buy on Main street 
here for a dime. 

“Once in a while the Rainbow 
comes in, leaves some provisions, and 
then departs. They do this because 
they really pity their prisoners. For 
they are in reality prisoners. But 
the boys have to, in a great part, 
rely on food bought from the Mexi- 


cans. 
KEEP THEIR COURAGE. 


“This food, little and poor as it 
is, costs them much. Prices are 
prohibitive. There are only 150 of 
the 200 men left. Some have died 
and some have run away. But the 
majority are sticking it out, confident 
that sometime they will be able to 
help the Fatherland again. 

“Another hardship is the lack of 
news. They are absolutely cut off 
from the rest of the world. en 
I went there I happened to take with 
me two or three old newspapers in 
which to wrap some articles. The 
way those boys pounced on these 
papers was pitiful. Everyone there 
read them over and over again. 
When my boat is ready to start 
south I am going to stock it with 
magazines, newspapers and old 
books. I have already issued an 
appeal to the Germans and other 
kindhearted people in this city to 
send me all the old reading matter 
they have, that I may take it with 
moe.“ 
Capt. Pohlmann said yestérday he 
will also take soap, marine tar, 
oakum and other articles besides 
food. He expects no trouble from 
either the Rainbow or the Mexicans; 
he will be under the American flag. 
But to circumvent the possibility 
of becoming implicated and also in- 
terned, he will sell his cargo to the 
interned sailors at a small price. If 
all goes well, he expects to repeat 
his Samaritan trips once a month 
until the end of the war, confident 
that in so doing he is to accomplish 
his little bit to ald his countrymen.

The demand is to be made 
through Walter Little, secretary of 
the Los Angeles Property Owners 
League, and will contain the stipula- 
tion that the exact terms of this con- 
tract for buying power from two 
local corporations be published. 

“This is such a dead open-and- 
shut proposition,” said Secretary Lit- 
tle yesterday, “that I wonder the 
people of Los Angeles have been #0 
slow in finding out just where the 
danger lies. This contract contains 
terms whereby the city will be bound 
to deliver power at a price lower 
than the city will be paying for that 
power. The ten-y@F contract is 
menace. 


“The plan sounds well enough to 
the corporations that are in on the 
deal, but where will the taxpayer 
come in? We are being told that 
if we vote the bonds, our taxes will 
be reduced 15 per cent. Our taxes 
will actually be Increased if we vote

BUILD BIG STADIUM. 


COMMITTEE composed of C. 
Az Miller, president of the 
Sixth District Agricultural As- 
sociation and of the Rotary Club; 
Robert 8. Weaver, president of the 
Southern Pacific district of the 
Amateur Athletic Union, and C. B. 
Raitt, superintendent of the Play- 
ground Commission, will appear be- 
fore the City Council this week to 
ask permission to erect a stadium 
to cost $175,000 in Exposition Park. 
This stadium, it is proposed, shall 
be built by public subscription to 
provide a place for the holding of 
the meet of the Amateur Athletic 
Union in September, 1918. This 
meet, in which there will be 400 en- 
tries, will bring the crack athletes 
of the nation to Los Angeles. The

‘The building of such a structure,

This stadium could be leased to 
the schools and colleges for their 
athlet® meets and would be a good 
producer.

Mr. Nelson placed his wife and 
daughter on a car and told them he 
and the boy would meet them later 
in the afternoon. 

They failed to appear at the ap- 
pointed place, and on returning to 
her hotel, Mrs. Nelson found a let- 
ter from her husband, saying he had 
taken Robert and gone for a few 
days’ trip, but would soon return. 
They did not reappear. The police 
searched, but no trace of them could 


be found. Broken-hearted, Mrs. Nel- 


son returned to the Middle West, 
and became a nurse, thus support- 
ing herself and daughter, but she 
never gave up hope of finding her 
gon.

He who shows allegiance even to 
some of these is in the Christian 
way, and my belief is there were 
never so many practitioners of the 
Christian_graces and virtues as to- 
day.

But he is going at the job with 
heroic determination to complete it and has 
declared that he will not leave his desk for 
any social or political engagements until 
the goal is in sight. ; 
‘The programme he absolutely and un- 
qualifiedly insists upon calls for the con- 
solidation of all the manifold boards, com- 
missions, committees and bureaus of the 
State into nine departments. These would 
be finance, agriculture, labor, mines and

SOME STRIKING | FEATURE PLAYS 
ON PICTURE ROW.

Screen serials are the yellowback 
literature of the films. The reason 
is obvious. In order to string a screen 
story out during twenty-five reels, 
more or less, the author has to make 
use of every thrilling incident he has 
ever heard of or can imagine, be- 
cause every installment must have 
as many thrills as possible to the 
square inch. This frequently results 
in impossible, improbable, cheap in- 
cident, unilluminated by any touch 
of the higher imaginative quality, of 
humanity, or of poesy. 

Appearance in a serial has rarely 
added anything to the reputation of 
an actor, though it may have added 
to his purse. Some pretty actresses, 
like Pearl White, have found the se- 
rial a stepping stone to better things, 
but few stars of reputation care to 
lend themselves to the “yellow- 
backs.” 

Billie Burke gained nothing for 
herself her appearance in 
“Gloria's Romance,“ even though

It is swift-moving, dean-cut, thril- 
ling drama. I know of no film tap- 
estry on view for lo these many 
moons which is threaded with such 
colorful incident as this one. What 
more human and appealing bit of 
comedy was ever wrought on the 
screen than the brave start down the 
dusty road of the two feeble, but 
dgughty old soldiers, toward the 
banquet hall where one of them is 
to be decorated for heroism, when, 
refusing their passage money, they 
declare with tremulous bravery: 
“No, we'll walk, like good soldiers!” 
What purer, keener thrill has been 
felt along our spines than that when 
Anatole, bidden by the enemy who 
has captured him to sound the re- 
treat on his bugle, lustily blows the 
charge instead? 

Of the delicate art, the supreme 
tenderness, and appeal, of Rupert 
Julian in the latter scenes of his 
characterization as Pierre, I cannot 
speak too highly. There is the scene 
in which his comrade, dead by the 
wayside, and himself left to continue. 
alone the journey to the banquet 
hall where his friend was to be dec- 
orated, he raises his eyes to heaven 
and consecrating himself to the im- 
personating of his comrade in order 
that that friend may not be robbed 
of the honor due him, he cries: 
“Anatole shall be there! Dear Com- 
rade-God, you'll understand!” And 
surely there could be no more ap- 
pealing scene than when, upon his

Clune’s Broadway. 

The Americano,” which is Doug- 
las Fairbanks’s comedy at Clune's 
Broadway this week, is a corking en- 
tertainment. “The Americano” has 
substance and is less a sublimated 
prize fight than most of Fairbanks’s 
pictures.

Just pawn all your high-brow and 
up-lift notions, if you have any, and 
go to Miller's this week with an open 
mind and a willingness to enjoy 
vourself.
